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Local banker files libel suit 


Suit claims letters 
damaged reputation

A local banker and member of 
the Elizabethtown Planning Com¬ 
mission has filed smt in Hardin 
Circuit Court claimmg another lo¬ 
cal member of the Naticjnal Wild 
Turkey Federation wxole libelou 
letters damaging his reputation. 

Ken Dozer, vice president of 
commercial lending for South 
Central Bank in Elizabethtown, 
dahns in the lawsuit tlial Julian 
Brad Hay don made numerous li¬ 
belous statements about him in let¬ 
ters allegedly forwarded to Dozer’s 
former employer, Kentucky 
Neighborhood Bank; the Nation^ 
Wild Turkey Federation, of which 
Dozer is the state president; and 
elected officials. 

Hay don, an Elizabethtown resi¬ 
dent, is listed as a state board mem¬ 
ber of the National Wild Turkey 
Federation on its official website. 

Dozer's suit alleges Hay don 
sent letters last March to the 
Kentucky Stafa: Board of Directors 
of the National Wild Turkey 
Federation and KNB and its board 


of directors in which he accused 
Dozer of lying to a former employ¬ 
er^ stealing bank client lists from a 
previous employer, stealing per¬ 
sonal and banking information 
from clients and profiting off the 
information. 

Dozer's suit also alleges Haydon 
accused him of taking illegal pay¬ 
ments for client referrals and re¬ 
ceiving illegal profits from his posi¬ 
tion as state president of the 
National WTd Turkey Federation- 

“TFiese accusations made by 
(Haydon) agonist (Dozer) were 
defamatory, false and untrue and 
were maliciously made by the de¬ 
fendant for the purpose of injuring 
(Dozer’s) character, reputation and 
employment," the suit states. 

Dozer’s suit also alleges Haydon 
sent defamatory letters about 
him to Elizabethtown Mayor Tim 
Walker and one of Dozer's previ¬ 
ous clients in July 2011 and Hardin 
County Jndge-Ex ecu five Harry^ 
Eeny in October 2011, 

The lawsuit also alleges letters 
were sent in January along with a 
handwritten note accusing Dozer 
of “being a thief and liar most of 
his hfe’’ to the Kentucky State 
Board of Directors of the National 
Wild Turkey Federafion. The suit 
also claims Haydon sent the letters 


to a local Realtor “in an attempt to 
discredit, defame and injure 
“(Dozer’s) character and reputa¬ 
tion-" 

Calls placed by The News- 
Eyiterprise to Hay don’s Eliza- 
beditou^i home and a cellphone 
Tuesday were not retuiTied and no 
response from Haydon has been 
filed in court documents. Claims in 
a lawsuit offer only one side of a 
dispute and do not serve as evi¬ 
dence. 

The letters cast a negative light 
on Dozer’s profession, damaged 
his reputation, caused humiliation 
and anguish and forced him to suf¬ 
fer financial losses, according lo 
claims in the suit filed March 28* 
The suit accuses Haydon of acting 
'Vith malice, with an evil intent, 
without legal justification and with 
the express intent to cause (Dozer) 
lo lose his job and suffer financial 
loss." 

Dozer is suing for compensatory 
damages and punitive damages “in 
an amount sufficient to deter de¬ 
fendant from continuing his course 
of conduct.” Dozer also is asking 
for attorney fees, court costs and a 
Jury trial to resolve the matter.

Appeals court 
reinstates Derby 
ticket lawsuit 

A lawsuit that alleges a 
former Louisville assistant 
basketball coach backed 
out of a deal lo obtain fick- 
ets to the Kentucky Derby 
and Oaks and kept part of 
the money he had been giv¬ 
en has been reinstated by 
the Kentucky Court of 
Appeals. 

Ticket broker Scott 
Davis filed the lawsuit, 
which was thrown out in 
December 2010 by Jef¬ 
ferson County Circuit 
Judge Charles Cunning¬ 
ham Jr,, who said scalping 
tickets was a criminal act in 
Kentucky^. 

But The Couner-Journal 
reported the appeals court 
ruled Friday that Davis'' 
business, DerbyDeals.com, 
is based in Indiana, where 
scalping is legal. 'Fhe ruling 
said there was no evidence 
tickets were being sold in 
Kentucky for more than 
face value.

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Santorum drops out, 
clears way for Romney 


Obama sees biggest 
divide since 
Johnson-Goldwater

GETTYSBURG, Pa. - 
Rick Santorum cleared the 
way for Mitt Romney to 
claim victory in the long 
and hardTought baltle for 
the Republican presiden¬ 
tial nomination Tuesday, 
giving np his '^against all 
odds'* caiiipaign as 
Romney's tenacious con* 
servative lival. 

SantoiTuii's withdrawal 
sets up what is sure to be 
an acrimonious seven- 
month fight for the presi¬ 
dency between Romney, 
tlie former Massachusetts 
governor, and Democratic 
President Barack Obama, 
with the certain focus on 
tlie stiU troubled economy. 

'This has been a gocxl 
day for me," a smiling 
Romney told supporters in 
Wilmington, DeL, saying 
he believes Santorum “will 
continue to have a ma.jor 
role" in the Republican 
Party. 

In a preview of the per¬ 
sonal attacks that lie ahead, 
Obama^s campaign man¬ 
ager declared that Anieric- 
ans neither like nor trust 
Romney, and the Romney 
camp said the fight had al¬ 
ways been about defeating 
Obama, not GOP rivals. 

“This game is a long, 
long, long way from over,*" 
Santorum said as he 
bowed out of the contest 
with Romney- “We are go¬ 
ing to continue to go out 
there and fight to make 
sure that we defeat 
President Barack Obama." 

Santonim had been fac¬ 
ing a loss in the April 24 
primarj' in Pennsylvania, 
the .stale he represented in 
Congress for 16 years, and 
where the Romney cam¬ 
paign planned nearly $3 
million in ads against him. 


Whether or not there 
are Ungeiing hard feelings, 
Santorum didn't mention 
Romney, who has been the 
front-mnner for months 
and was fai- aliead in the 
race for the 1,144 delegates 
needed to clinch the nomi¬ 
nation at the party's con¬ 
vention in August. 

Romney has tried to ig¬ 
nore his GOP rivals and 
campaign against tlie pres¬ 
ident since he first entered 
the race last year with a 
pitch focused on the recov¬ 
ering but still frail econo¬ 
my. But Romney was 
forced to go after San* 
tonim and former house 
Speaker Newt Gingrich af¬ 
ter Santonim showed 
strength in Iowa and 
Gingrich in South Carolina 
early this yean Then 
Santorum kept on, memo¬ 
rably winning three 
Son them primaries. 

Ro mney' s campaign 
has long been the best 
funded, the best organized, 


and the most professional¬ 
ly iTia of the GOP con¬ 
tenders. 

Despite Santonim's re- 
hisal to get out of the race 
earlier ** and Gingiich has 
not officially dropped out 
yet — Romney had already 
begun looking ahead with 
a unifying message* He 
told Pennsylvania support¬ 
ers last week that “w-e're 
Republican's and Demo¬ 
crats in this campaign^ but 
we’re all connected with 
one destiny for America." 

And Obama has turned 
squarely to face Romney, 
lecenlly assailing him by 
name, as his campaign has 
worked to paint Romney 
as a rich elitist who will win 
the nomination only be¬ 
cause he buried his oppo¬ 
nents under millions of 
dollars bi negative adver- 
hsing. 

In response, a Romney 
campaign spoke swoman 
insisted that “for Mitt 
Romney, this race has al¬ 


ways been about defeating 
Pre.'^ident Obama, and get¬ 
ting Americans back to 
work” 

But Romney still has 
had to wage a drawn-cml 
nomination fight that’s 
seen candidate after candi¬ 
date tiy to block his path. 
That has highlighted Rom¬ 
ney's problem with the 
most conservative voters. 
As recently as last week, 
activists huddled with 
Santorum to try and figure 
out how to keep him in the 
race, and Gingrich was still 
insisting Tuesday that his 
campaign represents the 
“last stand for conserva¬ 
tives" as he vowed to stay 
in the race until the con¬ 
vention. 

Claiming a victory of 
sorts> Santonim said 
Tuesday, “Against all odds, 
we won 11 slates, millions 
of voters, millions of 
votes.”

PALM BEACH GARDENS, Fla, - Resident 
Barack Obama said Tuesday the choice facing vot¬ 
ers this November will be as stark as in the mile¬ 
stone 1064 contest between I^yndon Johnson and 
Barry Gold water - one that ended up with one of 
the biggest Democratic landslides in history. 

The president made his comments during a 
fundraising blitz in Horida, Obama used a daylong 
trip to Florida to call again for Congress to raise tax¬ 
es on millionaires, a populist pitch on an issue that 
he hopes will help define the differences with nom¬ 
inee-to-be Romney* 

“This election will probably have the biggest 
contrast that we've seen maybe since the Johnson- 
Goldwater election, maybe before that," Obama 
told donors at the first of three campaign events in 
this baltleground stale. The events were expected to 
raise at least $1.7 million. 

In his 1364 race against Gold water, Johnson car¬ 
ried 44 of 50 states and won 61 percent of the pop¬ 
ular vote, the largest share of any candidate since 
miQ. 

Running on a record that included the threat 
Society, Johnson portrayed Gold water as a danger¬ 
ous extremist He was aided by Gold water's GOP 
convention speech, in which tlie candidate pro¬ 
claimed, “Extremism in Ihe defense of liberty is no 
vice.” 

Republicans said Obama's tax proposal waa 
aimed at dividing Americans along class lines and 
gave him an excuse to raise more money for his re^ 
election campaign. 

“He can't run on his record so he is coming 
down here to raise money using taxp^ers' funds to 
do so," said Rep. Maiio Diaz-Balait, R-Fla. 

In a reception at a gated community in Palm 
Beach Gardens, Obama said Democrats would en¬ 
sure the rich pay their fair share, while focusing on 
investments in raucation, science and research and 
caring for the most vulncrable. 

By contrast, he said, Republicans would disman* 
tie education and clean energy programs so tliey 
can give still moie tax breaks to tne rich. 

Obama did not mention Romney by name, but 
the economic fairness message was the theme of his 
day - and aimed squarely at the wealthy former 
Massachusetts governor. 

Obama later outlined his support for the so- 
called Buftett rule at a speech at Florida Atlantic 
University in Boca Ralon, Fla., arguing that wealthy 
investors should not pay taxes at a lower rate than 
middle-class wage earners. 

The push for the Buffett rule, named after bil¬ 
lionaire investor Wan en Buffett, comes ahead of a 
Senate vote next week and as millions of Americans 
prepare to file their income tax returns.

Beshear calls for cooperation, innovation at 
national prescription drug abuse summit

ORLANDO* Fla. - At 
the National Prescription 
Drug Abuse bummit in 
Oilando on Tue'sday, Gov. 
Steve Besheai called for 
states and tlie federal gov- 
cmmeni to develop ag¬ 
gressive shared tactics to 
thwart the devastating 
scourge of prescription 
drug abuse. 

He also encouraged 
Kentucky legislators to 
keep the state on the lead¬ 
ing edge of effective anti 
drug strategies by passing a 
broad prescription drug 
bill on the final day of the 
legislative session this 
week. 

“We need the medical 
community, treatment fa¬ 
cilities, education, the busi¬ 
ness sector, law enforce- 
menL advocates, insurance 
industry, workers^ comp 
officials, and elected offi¬ 
cials on the local, state and 
federal levels to step up, to 
listen and to be heard. 
Collaboration and cooper¬ 
ation are essentiaf" Be¬ 
shear said. “No state or 
community is an island. It 
will take all of us - working 
across geographical and 


agency holders - to make 
headway against prescrip¬ 
tion dmg abuse,” 

The three-day summit, 
sponsored by Kentucky- 
based Project UNITE, fea¬ 
tured K)0 leaders and ex¬ 
perts from across the coun¬ 
try who shared techniques 
to reduce the .spread of 
abuse of prescription 
drugs. Speakers included 
Surgeon General Regina 
Benjamin, Office of Na¬ 
tional Drug Control Policy 
Director Gil Kerlikowske, 
Rep, Hal Rogers, and 
Centers for Disease 
Control Principal Deputy 
Director Ileana Arias,

TULSA, Okla* - With* 
ill hours of shootings that 
terrified Tulsa’s north side 
and left three people dead, 
leaders of the predomi¬ 
nantly black community 
declared the spree a hate 
crime and warned of a pt>s 
sible vigilante response. 

Quick arrests relieved 
many residents and ended 
talk of more violence, but 
community leaders still 
want the case treated as a 
hate crime. 

We have to send a mes¬ 
sage," one said Tuesday. 

But with a first convic¬ 
tion under Oklahomans 
hate crimes law carrying 
only up to a year in jail, 
some questioned whether 
it was woilh the effort. The 
family of one victim and 
some residents said they’d 
rather see prosecutors fo¬ 
cus on getting the death 
penalty, 

“I think they should go 
for murder. As many peo¬ 
ple’s lives they involved by 
what they did in this thing, 
they should go for mur¬ 


der," said Deatriih Fields^ 
whose aunt Dannaer Fields 
was killed. She added, 
“They can go ahead and 
seek the death penalty, 
too.’’ 

Jake England, 19, and 
Alvin Watts, 33, have been 
held on suspicion of first- 
degree murder and other 
charges since their arrest 
Sunday. They are expected 
to be foiinally cliatged dur¬ 
ing a Monday court ap¬ 
pearance. 

While police have not 
described the shootings as 
racially motivated, they 
have said one motive may 


have been revenge for the 
fatal shooting of England's 
father by a black man. A 
day before the shootings, 
England apparently wrote 
a Facebook post saying 
Thursday was tlie second 
anniversary of his father’s 
death, using a racial slur 
and lamenting that “it’s 
hard not to go off" 

Community leaders 
point to those comments 
and the fact that all the 
shooting victims were 
black in caJling for a hate 
crime prosecution.

- A 5-year-old boy 
found dozens of bags of heroin inside a jacket he 
had taken to school and show'ed them to his kinder¬ 
garten classmates, the school superintendent said 
Tuesday. 

Bridgeport Superintendent Paul Valias said he 
believes the boy took his stepfather’s jacket to 
school Monday withcjut knowing the drugs were in* 
side it 

“Children bring to school what they find at 
home,” he said. 

PoUce told the Connecticut Post the boy took 50 
packets of heroin out when it came time for a show- 
and-tell presentation, but Valias said the boy only 
waved the heroin around at his cubicle. Police did 
not respond to messages seeking comment Tuesday. 

The boy’s slepfathei, Santos Roman, 35, went to 
the school and recovered the jacket, but police al¬ 
ready had seized the dmgs, officials said. He was ar¬ 
rested when he returned to the school after appar¬ 
ently discovering the heroin was missing, Valias 
said. 

Roman w'as arrested on risk of injury to a minor 
and drug charges. He appeared Tuesday in 
Bridgeport Superior Court and was ordered held on 
$l(XkOO{) baiL He wasn’t available to comment 
from jail, and there was no phone number listed lor 
his home address. 

The Department of Children and Families 
placed the boy in the custody of his grandjnother, 
even though Ms mother went to the school to take 
him home, Valias said.

The Trayvon Martin case

United Way 
stirs the pot 

ISSUE: United Way’s Community Conversation 
OUR VIEW: Proactive approach generates discussion 


A public screening and subse¬ 
quent discussion of a documen¬ 
tary film centering on the cur¬ 
rent state of the education pro¬ 
fessional and its future in the 
United States were held locally, 
thanks in part to United Way of 
Central Kentucky. It was one of 
10 taking place in cities across 
the commonwealth simultane¬ 
ously on a Tuesday evening in 
March and the first of its kind 
for UWCK. 

‘American Teacher,” directed 
by Academy Award winner 
Vanessa Roth, follows the pro¬ 
fessional lives and personal im¬ 
pacts of four teachers living and 
working in schools in California, 
New Jersey, New York and 
Texas. Based on the book 
Teachers Have it Easy: The Big 
Sacrifices and Small Salaries of 
America’s Teachers, the docu¬ 
mentary is part of The Teacher 
Salary Project, a three-pronged 
national awareness endeavor 
that ties an online resource and 
national outreach campaign to 
the film. 

The project’s purpose is to 
motivate communities to under¬ 
stand the value a top-performing 
teacher brings to a student’s fu¬ 
ture success as an adult as well 
as to our nation’s ability to com¬ 
pete in the global marketplace. 

The documentary raises sev¬ 
eral important problems that are 
inherent within our national ed¬ 
ucation system. Central prob¬ 
lems are low compensation for 
teachers compared to their edu¬ 
cation level peer group; reten¬ 
tion because of 46 percent of 
teachers leaving the profession 
within the first five years of em¬ 


ployment; and the pending 
problem of recruitment neces¬ 
sary to fill the gap as 1.8 million 
of our nation’s 3.2 million edu¬ 
cators retire within the next 
decade. 

These questions aren’t new. 
Administration after administra¬ 
tion from both sides of the polit¬ 
ical aisle and from both the na¬ 
tional and state levels grapple 
with them. And yet, answers es¬ 
cape us on how to effectively 
better pay, motivate and recog¬ 
nize the best and brightest of ed¬ 
ucators. If not the answers, then 
at least the resolve and determi¬ 
nation to implement them. 

But these are new questions 
for United Way of Central 
Kentucky to contend with. The 
fact that the organization joined 
with others to host the film and 
organize the community round 
table to discuss its implications is 
another pro-active example of 
UWCK’s commitment to its 
mission of improving quality of 
life through education, income 
and health. 

Additional round table gath¬ 
erings will take place in the re¬ 
maining communities within 
UWCK’s service area. With the 
feedback gathered, the organiza¬ 
tion will be equipped with a bet¬ 
ter understanding of what might 
be possible to improve working 
conditions and compensation for 
educators today. 

Hopefully, that effort will lay 
the groundwork for higher quali¬ 
ty education for our children to¬ 
morrow. 

Understanding and conversa¬ 
tion can’t hurt.

Denying baptism

jail ministry. The greatest pow¬ 
er to change hearts is the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

The book of Acts tells that 
those who crucified Jesus were 
cut to the heart when they real¬ 
ized what they had done. They 
were desperate to learn what 
they must do to be forgiven 
and make their lives right. 
They found peace only when 
they obeyed the words of 
Peter: “Repent, and let every 
one of you be baptized in the 
name of Jesus Christ for the re¬ 
mission of sins” (Acts 2:38). 
The sad truth of working with 
the prisoners in the Hardin 
County Detention Center is 
that when they come to the 
same knowledge, through 
study of the word, they are not 
allowed to follow this com¬ 
mand. 

When they ask the same 
question as the Ethiopian eu¬ 
nuch in Acts 8:36, “What hin¬ 
ders me from being baptized?” 
instead of Philip’s answer, “If 
you believe with all your heart, 
you may,” they must hear, “If 


the jailer thinks it is important, 
you may.” If the apostle Peter 
uttered his question from Acts 
10:47, “Can anyone forbid wa¬ 
ter, that these should not be 
baptized?” the resounding an¬ 
swer would be “Yes!” 

Romans tells of this great 
“rehabilitation” that we under¬ 
go when we obey the com¬ 
mands of God. Romans 6:3-4: 
“Do you not know that as 
many of us as were baptized 
into Christ Jesus were baptized 
into His death? Therefore we 
were buried with Him through 
baptism into death, that just as 
Christ was raised from the 
dead by the glory of the Eather, 
even so we also should walk in 
newness of life.” And yet the 
policy of the local jail is to deny 
the greatest rehabilitation 
process and opponent of re¬ 
cidivism the world has ever 
known. 

Can the jailer please honest¬ 
ly answer why he would deny 
the requests of those who de¬ 
sire to “walk in newness of life” 
and “no longer be slaves to sin” 
by submitting themselves to 
the commands of the Lord 
Jesus Christ?

Medium, too small,” she 
glowered at me over her 
reading glasses. 

Eeeling like a grade 
school student who had 
asked a question with an 
obvious answer yet still un¬ 
convinced of it, I was 
afraid to state my disagree¬ 
ment with her size assess¬ 
ment. 

“Where are you from?” 

I cautiously queried, realiz¬ 
ing the question was risky: 

I feared she would ignore 
me, refusing to reveal that 


much about herself, ceas¬ 
ing any possibility for fur¬ 
ther conversation. 

“Europe” was her blunt 
response. 

I plowed on: “Eastern 
Europe?” 

“Greece.” 

“Oh, a beautiful coun¬ 
try,” I said, smiling. “I vis¬ 
ited there many years ago. 
I loved all the historical 
sites in Athens — the 
Acropolis, the Pantheon.” 

My tourist resume drew 
no response. But I wasn’t 
ready to give up, not yet. 

“I studied Classical 
Greek in college. In fact, I 
majored in it.” 

Straight faced, she con¬ 
tinued staring right 
through me as if I weren’t 
there. 

Unable to break the 
conversation code, I finally 
turned and walked away. 

Three steps down the 


aisle, I turned back 
around. 

“Someday I would like 
to visit the monastery at 
Mt. Athos,” I blurted. 

It was like I had said 
the magic word that 
opened a secret door; she 
now invited me in for a 
visit.

The bizarre process of choosing a veep 


We are about to embark on 
one of the more bizarre rituals of 
American politics — the selection 
of the presidential candidate’s 
running mate. 

President Barack Obama’s 
choice is settled. It will be the in¬ 
cumbent, Joe Biden, despite the 
maneuverings of die-hard 
Hillary Clinton supporters,who 
still want to see her be president 
one day, and proposed she swap 
her job as secretary of State for 
Biden’s as vice president as one 
way to do it. 

Clever idea, but it never 
caught on. Even by Washington 
standards it would have come 
across as too cynical. 


The Founding Fathers didn’t 
have any clear idea about the 
vice president, only that there 
should be one in case the presi¬ 
dent died or was incapacitated. 
For a while the Constitution di¬ 
rected that the vice president 
would be in effect the second 
place finisher in the presidential 
election; in other words, the win¬ 
ner’s deadliest political enemy 
would be waiting immediately in 
the wings. 

The Founders couldn’t even 
find much for the vice president 
to do except preside over the 
Senate and cast tie-breaking 
votes, at most a couple of hours 
of work a year. Up until Franklin 


Roosevelt, the political conven¬ 
tions chose their parties’ vice 
presidential candidate. 

That process has been win¬ 
nowed down to the choice being 
made by the presidential candi¬ 
date, a tight inner circle of trust¬ 
ed aides, and perhaps his spouse. 
Modern political mores dictate 
that one does not run for the No. 
2 spot on the ticket and, if asked, 
should publicly disdain any in¬ 
terest. Even saying “I’ll help the 
party in any capacity I can” is 
considered too pushy. 

Sen. Marco Rubio, R-Fla., 
said last week, “I’m not going to 
be the vice president.” The polit¬ 
ical bookies have Rubio the 


leading candidate to be on the 
platform with Mitt Romney at 4- 
1 odds. 

Instead, the trick is to have, at 
arm’s length and with great deni- 
ability, one’s name “mentioned” 
as a vice presidential possibility. 
The candidate welcomes this 
“mentioning” - columnist 
Russell Baker once described it 
as the work of the “Great 
Mentioner” - because it is a 
cheap, harmless and effective 
form of political flattery. 

Indeed, Romney’s “short list” 
mentions 10 names, all of them 
political incumbents, either gov¬ 
ernors or members of Congress. 
(So much for “outsiders” chang¬ 


ing the political culture.) They 
are, in a sense, human trial bal¬ 
loons. 

Even though it has been 
shown repeatedly that a running 
mate can hurt a ticket a lot but 
help only so much, great care is 
placed in seeking geographical, 
political and personality balance. 
Rubio, for example, is from a 
key swing state and may attract 
back to the party the Hispanics 
the GOP has been assiduously 
driving away. 

The Founding Fathers might 
be appalled by the process but 
for a change, they didn’t have a 
better idea.

Race: America’s rawest nerve 


I f nothing else, the 
killing of Trayvon 
Martin has many 
Americans openly talking 
about race and racism 
again. That is good, even 
though some of our talk is 
harsh. 

But then, racism is 
harsh. 

Many white people sim¬ 
ply want the topic to go 
away. Trust me when I say 
that most blacks also want 
it to disappear - but for 
other reasons. Trayvon 
Martin’s killing shows that 
the time has come for all 
decent Americans to com¬ 
mit to earnestly acknowl¬ 
edging the ugly truth about 
race and racism and ban¬ 
ishing the sophistry of de¬ 
nial. 

The most powerful ac¬ 
knowledgment of the ugli¬ 
ness of race I have read 
comes from Sig Gissler, 
administrator of the 
Pulitzer prizes, Columbia 
University journalism pro¬ 
fessor, and specialist in 
race and media ethics. He 
wrote: “Race — it is 
America’s rawest nerve 
and most enduring dilem¬ 
ma. From birth to death, 
race is with us, defining, 
dividing, distorting.” 

I add the following to 



Gissler’s insight: From 
birth to death, race is one 
of the most painfully per¬ 
sonal of all human experi¬ 
ences. 

As a black person, I live 
race. I am acutely aware 
that my race constitutes 
what is referred as a “mas¬ 
ter status.” That is, in the 
eyes of whites and other 
non-blacks, my skin color, 
my most visible character¬ 
istic, is the most important 
piece of information about 
me. 

This condition is in¬ 
escapable. The conse¬ 
quences of race can be 
profoundly hurtful, each 
encounter robbing you of 
a piece of dignity, the de¬ 
gree depending on your 
sense of self-worth. 

I vividly recall an expe¬ 
rience of 34 years ago 
when as a professional I 
became intellectually 
aware of the degrading ef¬ 
fect of my skin color. I was 
an English professor at 
Florida Keys Community 


College in Key West. 
Wearing new khakis and a 
crisp button-down shirt on 
the first night of class, I 
carried my textbook, a 
notepad and the class ros¬ 
ter as I walked to my class¬ 
room. 

A white student walked 
toward me and told me I 
needed to “mop up the 
water” under the air condi¬ 
tioner in her classroom. I 
asked for the room num¬ 
ber. It was my room. Not 
saying anything to her, I 
found the janitor’s station 
and placed a note on the 
door. When I walked into 
my classroom, I recog¬ 
nized the student. She sat 
in the second row. Based 
on her startled reaction, 
she knew she had wrongly 
assumed her teacher was 
the janitor. 

As I wrote my name on 
the blackboard, she walked 
out. I learned a few days 
later she had enrolled in 
another section of the 
course. Her new teacher, a 
white man, was one of my 
spear-fishing buddies. 

Over time, we had uneasy 
laughs about the incident. 

I was certain that if I 
had been white, the stu¬ 
dent would not have as¬ 
sumed I was a janitor. My 
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Kansas. 

Sometimes it’s a prayer 
rope or a holy book or a 
religious symbol that jars 
our unconscious longings 
for traveling companions 
whose presence carries the 
scent of our spiritual ori¬ 
gins and whose eyes 
squint toward our ultimate 
destination. And having 
waved bye as we travel 


on, we realize we have 
just met old friends for the 
first time. 

Again. 

But you have to look 
for them, or you’ll swish 
by them - clerks at cash 
registers, waiters at restau¬ 
rants, seat mates on air¬ 
planes — and they’ll miss 
you, too, as casually as 
you pass strangers on op¬ 
posite escalators. 

And in those moments 
when we do pause to 
look, when we dare to in¬ 


quire, we sometimes, even 
if only rarely, find our¬ 
selves sharing photo¬ 
graphs of our mutual pil¬ 
grimage. 

And along the long and 
winding road, those en¬ 
counters can soothe the 
loneliness of the lonely, 
the bitterness of the bitter, 
the weariness of the 
weary. 

Against her earlier rec¬ 
ommendation, I bought 
the medium, not the large 
sweatshirt.

colleague agreed. Her mis¬ 
take was grounded in race. 
How else could she have 
overlooked my attire, my 
textbook and notepad? 

No scholar has defini¬ 
tively theorized about race, 
at least not to my satisfac¬ 
tion. Fancy language can¬ 
not explain it. And the 
voguish genetic and an¬ 
thropological reports of 
late — arguments that hu¬ 
mankind is one big family 
— have not generated use¬ 
ful clarity and better race 
relations. 

Race produces racism, 
and racism naturally en¬ 
ables discrimination from 
the benign to the horrific. 
Paradoxically, race ap¬ 
pears to be so familiar to 
us as groups and individu¬ 
als, we mistakenly assume 
that we understand it. 
Therefore, we take it for 
granted, seeing it as too 
tiresome a subject to dis¬ 
cuss. 

The truth, I believe, is 
that race confounds our 
understanding precisely 
because, besides being 
ever-present, it is subcon¬ 
sciously lived by the victim 
and by the perpetrator, 
making it a complex mix 
of conflicting sentiments 
and degrading actions. 


But my new friend did 
not seem to notice. 

She was too busy show¬ 
ing me her life journey in 
photographs.

equally degrading reac¬ 
tions and crass evasions. 
Race is so familiar that 
many of us fail to see that 
just as it harms the perpe¬ 
trator and the victim alike, 
it indicts us in the same 
way. 

In the United States, 
race is inevitable, a reality 
that explains in part why 
when race comes up, even 
very smart people begin to 
either smirk, roll their 
eyes, sigh, protest or leave 
the room. Please, not race 
again. 

While most of us view 
ourselves as being decent 


and honorable and ethical, 
the acknowledgment of 
race shames many of us, 
reminding us that for all of 
our laws and claims of be¬ 
lieving in equality, we are 
creatures of racial exclu- 
sionism and abusiveness. 

Fike Sig Gissler, we 
should have the courage 
and honesty to acknowl¬ 
edge the ugly truth that 
race is our “rawest nerve.” 
Only then can we begin to 
find answers.

Study: Tax deadline day 
can be deadly on U.S. roads

CHICAGO - The two certain¬ 
ties in life “ death and taxes - may 
be more intertwined than Ben 
Franklin ever imagined: A study 
found deadly auto crashes increaise 
on Tax Day. 

Drivers recklessly racing to the 
post office to meet the deadline 
might be one reason. Or it could 
be that stres^sing over taxes dis¬ 
tracts motorists and contributes to 
human error, reseiirchers said. 

They looked at 30 years of data 
and found 6,783 traffic-related 
deatlis on Tax Day, or 226 per day. 
That compares with 213 per day 
on one day a week before the 
deadline day and another day a 
week after. 

Drivers were slightly less likely 
than passengers and pedestrians to 
be killed. 

The traffic death rate on Tax 
Day - which usually falls on April 
15 — was 6 percent higher than on 
other April days. That doesn’t 
sound like a lot, but lead author 
Dr. Donald Redelmeier said it 
means an average of about 13 ex¬ 
tra deaths per day and amounts to 
about $40 million in annual losses 
to society* 

That estimate includes loss of 
life, injury and property damage 
costs, said Redelmeier, a physician 
and researcher at the University of 
Toronto, 


The researchers analj'zed data 
from the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration. The results 
appear in Wednesday's Journal of 
the Amerimn Medical Association, 

Russ Rader, a spokesman for 
the Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety, said having more 
motorists on the road and drivers 
taking routes tliat are not in their 
everyday routines might make Tax 
Day riskier. Cither research has 
said those factors, and sometimes 
alcohol use, may contribute to in* 
creases in traJlic deaths on otlier 
days, including Super Bowl 
Sunday, July 4 and Election Day. 

Rader says studies have shown 
that drivers are safest on routes 
they know the best — for example, 
commuting to work or taking the 
kids to school. Risk increases when 
routes vary — like driving to the 
post office to mail tax letums. 

The nonprofit group is funded 
by car insurance companies and 
studies w'ays to reduce car crashes. 

Dr, Mark Nimnally, ^r\ associate 
professor at the University of 
Chicago who studies patient safety, 
said while it might make sense to 
conclude drivers are moie disti act¬ 
ed on Tax Day^ tliat is juist specula* 
tion. Reasons for the increases 
seen in the study are unknovm, he 
said. 

Redelmeier, a Canadian, said 
he studied the United States be¬ 
cause the American tax code is so 
complicated, and probably more 


stressfril for taxpayers, than in oth¬ 
er countries. 

The study excimined data from 
1980 to 2009, Electronic tax filing 
started in 1986 mid become in¬ 
creasingly popular during the 
study penod. But it appeared to 
have no effect on Tax Day deaths, 
which also ui creased, Redelmeier 
said. 

Last year, about three-fourths of 
the 145 niiUion individual retums 
were filed electronically. Eventual¬ 
ly, everyone likely file will online. 

Redelmeier said filing electroni¬ 
cally can be stressful, too, and it 
might even encourage people to 
wait until the Iasi minute to do 
their returns. For those reasons, he 
said it’s unlikely universal e-filing 
will result in fewer Tax Day deaths. 

A spokeswoman for the Intenial 
Revenue Service declined to com¬ 
ment on the study. 

This year, the IRS has post¬ 
poned the deadline by two days, to 
April 17. That’s because April 15 is 
a Sunday and the next day is 
Emancipation Day - a public holi¬ 
day observed in Washington, D.C. 

Canada’s lax deadline day is 
April 30. Redelmeier said his own 
Lax returns “are not quile ready,” 
and added with a laugh, “It’s 
caused some friction ui die house.” 

The Canadian Institutes of 
Health Research helped pay for 
the study. 


Mississippi has highest teen birth rate

births fell again in the 
United States in 2010 
with the highest rate once 
more in Mississippi, ac¬ 
cording to a new govern¬ 
ment report- 

Nearly every state saw 
a decline in teen births 
from 2007 to 2010, with 
the biggest drop in 
Arizona at 29 percent. 
Rates stayed aboul the 
same in three stales: 
Montana, North Dakota 
and West Virginia, 

The Centers for Di¬ 
sease Control and Pre¬ 
vention previously re- 
ported that U.S. births by 


mothers of all ages had 
dropped in 2010 for the 
tliird straight year Ex¬ 
perts think the economy 
is a factor. 

The rate for teenage 
moms readied Its lowest 
point since record-keep¬ 
ing began in 1940. The 
rate fell 9 percent to 
about 34 per 1,0CK) girls 
ages 15 through 19. 
The decline was seen 
among all racial and 
ethnic groups. 

The CDC report re¬ 
leased Tuesday fo- 
cused on state figures. 
The authors say the 
teen declines have 
been attributed to 
pregnancy prevention 


efforts- They note that a 
recent government sur¬ 
vey showed more use of 
contraception b^ teens 
Even as it leads the na¬ 
tion with 55 leen biiths 
per 1,000 girl Mis i sip 
pi’s rate has hetn falling 
like everywhere else. It 
dropped 21 perceni over 
three years. New Hamp¬ 
shire has the lowest teen 


birth rate at just under 16. 

Since 1991, the overall 
teen rate has dropped by 
44 percent. Without that 
decline, the authors cal¬ 
culated, there would 
have been 3.4 million 
more babies bom to girls 
by 2010. 

Kentucky placed sev¬ 
enth ^vith 46.2 births per 
1,000 teenage girls.

A late start as a swimmer didn’t stop 
Sharon Garcia of Radcliff from making 
a splash in the sport. 

At the end of September 2011, 
Garda became swim coach for Nortli

■^1 actually convinced our coach that 
it w'ould be a good idea," Garcia said. 

At the time she didn’t kjiow the 
process involved in getting a swim team 
established, but that might have made it 
seem more possible, she said, 

‘"My dad always told me that if you 
want something bad enough you can 
make it work," Garcia said- 

During her time swimming in high 
school, Garcia learned from her coach 
that what she was working for was im- 
poilant. She mcorporated that principle 
into her life. 


As a swim coach, Garcia embodies 
the kind of support and encouragement 
she got throughout her experience, of¬ 
fering praise more than criticism. 

“I^me kids only get told when they 
get something wrong," CJarcia said. 

Additionally, she believes swimming 
can teach life lessor's, 

''You compete against yourself more 
than anybody else," she said. 

Garcia coaches about 70 students 
from sixth to Izth grade who meet lo 
practice together Boundanes between 
schools tend to dissolve and swimmers 
learn good sportsmanship, she said. 

“Because they don’t see themselves 
as different teams " Gatcia explanied 
The role of swim coach also came 
with a few surpnses, she said, 

“Theres more paperwork" Garcia 
said. "1 was bhssfuUy unaware." 

Students also expect the coach to be 
“everything,’^ she said. And respect 
from them is something that’s earned. 

“You don’t get it just because you’re 
the teacher, because you’re the coach," 
Garcia said. 

Good communication is key, she 
said. But she also stresses to students 
they can learn various lessons from 
swimming. 


Swimming is not only a sport that 
can be practiced aione, the swimming 
pool is a place where students can cry 
and scream if they want, she said. 

“It’s a great stress reliever," Garcia 
said. 

Practice is veiy important to tlie 
sport, since missing a week of practice 
translates to missing more in another 
Sport, Garcia said. 

“TTiere's nothing you do on diy land 
that’s comparable," she said. 

The most vduable lesson Garcia has 
learned as a swdmmer is enduiance. 

“There are great dividends in the 
end," she said. 

Lq fact, Gaicia said she continues to 
leam life lessons from swimming. 

“Each kid is different,’^ she said. “I 
guess that makes me a better mom." 

In addition to being the mother of 
four, Garcia juggles her role as swim 
coach with her job with th e U .S. Census 
Bureau as a survey taker because she 
hopes to instill her excitement of the 
sport in others.

NEW YORK-Passen¬ 
gers dressed in fur coals 
and wide-brimmed hats 
strolled the decks of a me- 
modal ship as it began ils 
journey to Canada to visit 
die spot where the Titanic 
sank to the bottom of the 
Atlantic Ocean a century 
ago. 

The ship was packed on 
Tuesday with history 
cionados who have long 
been obsessed with the 
doomed ocean liner. Quite 
a few wore old-fashioned 
costumes, and one boy in a 
fake while beard was 
dressed up as Captain 
Edw ard John Smith. 

The cruise ship Journey, 
operated by Aaamara 
Club Cruises, carried 440 
passengers when it depart¬ 
ed a pier on New York’s 
West Side on Tuesday 
evening, 100 years after 
the Titanic left Southamp¬ 
ton, England. After stop¬ 
ping in Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, where more than 
100 Titanic victims are 
buried, the cruise will con¬ 
tinue on to conduct a me¬ 
morial service at the spot 
in the Atlantic where the 
Titanic sank. Along the 
way, passengers will listen 
to lectures about life on 
board the Titanic and dine 
at a costume-themed din¬ 
ner.

The use of the three 
chemicals in nail products 
is legal if properly labeled. 
But agency officials said 
die false claims may violate 
a state law that requires dis¬ 
closure of harmful chemi¬ 
cals in coiisimier products. 
Thc^ state attomey general 
could decide whether the 
companies will face legal 
action, which can include 
fines and an order to attach 
warning labels.

In total, a Hardin 
County grand jury re¬ 
turned 50 indictments in 
March, with more than 
half of those involving 
drug offenses.

NEW YORK - Poor Instagram users. 

First, their beloved photo-sharing application 
moves from iPhone-only exclusivity to the Android 
phone masses. A week later, Facebook swallows up 
the tiny startup behind the app for $1 billion. The 
purchase sparked worries that Facebook might shut¬ 
ter Instagram or change it for the worse by harvesting 
their personal information or shoving ads into their 
carefully curated photo streams. 

‘T’ve tried very hard not to be part of the Facebook 
ecosystem,” said Darwin Poblete, a Brooklyn, New 
York-based architect who has used Instagram since its 
early days. “Now I feel like the purchase has sucked 
me in. FU have to see how the privacy settings change 
to decide if I will leave it.” 

Instagram has attracted more than 31 million users 
in less than two years. Its near-cult-like early follow¬ 
ers were loyal iPhone users who flocked to the app for 
its ease-of-use, its playful filters that can make even 
boring photos look artistic, and its lack of ads, status 
updates and other clutter. Apple named Instagram 
the iPhone App of the Year in 2011. 

To be fair, Facebook CEO Mark Zuckerberg and 
Instagram CEO Kevin Systorm sought to reassure 
consumers the app is here to stay. Unlike all the oth¬ 
er startups Facebook has bought, Instagram will re¬ 
main available to those who don’t use Facebook or 
don’t want to connect it to their accounts on the 
world’s most populous online social network, the 
CEOs said. 

“Millions of people around the world love the 
Instagram app and the brand associated with it, and 
our goal is to help 
spread this app and 
brand to even more 
people,” Zuckerberg 
wrote on his Facebook 
page announcing the 
purchase on Monday. 

It’s hard to say, 
though, what Facebook 
might do a year or two 
from now. After all, its 
site’s constant evolution 
has been a big reason 
for its success. Doing 
things the old way just 
because a few users 
complain isn’t the 
Facebook way. 

Instagram already 
feels a bit like Face- 
book, but with all the 
noise of status updates, 
links, ads, videos and 
games stripped away. 

That’s part of its appeal.

turns because you have to 
find those things for your 
customers,” she said. 

Another common mis¬ 
take made by people filing 
their own taxes is claiming 
credits to which they’re not 
entitled. 

Brandy Haas, a tax pre¬ 
parer for Jackson Hewitt 
Tax Service on West Poplar 
Street in Elizabethtown, 
said that’s the most com¬ 
mon mistake she sees. 

That most often hap¬ 
pens when there is a new 
tax credit available that is 
well-advertised to the pub¬ 
lic. Some residents don’t 
understand that they’re not 
eligible for the earned in¬ 
come tax credit if their in¬ 
come is from sources such 
as unemployment and Soc¬ 
ial Security, she said. 

“The IRS gets us all ex¬ 
cited about credits,” she 
said. 

Many filers think they’re 
entitled, but there usually 
are many stipulations re¬ 
garding who qualifies, 
Haas said. 

A common problem ob¬ 
served by Carol Whit¬ 
worth, owner of Tax Lady 
on Phillips Lane in Vine 
Grove, is most filers don’t 
know what qualifies as 
itemized deductions.

est, but commonly forget to 
itemize investment expens¬ 
es and taxes they pay when 
registering vehicles, she 
said. 

Whitworth thinks the 
problem stems from filers 
not knowing what they can 
itemize. 

She rarely sees filers 
itemize exemptions to 
which they are not entitled. 

Another common 
source of confusion for fil¬ 
ers is how to claim children 
and tax credits affected by 
children claimed when par¬ 
ents aren’t filing jointly, 
Whitworth said. 

Children must be in¬ 
cluded in both tax returns 
and the parent without pri¬ 
mary custody can be al¬ 
lowed to claim exemp¬ 
tions, she said. 

“That’s really confusing 
for many people, including 
tax preparers,” she said. “I 
have wonderful software 
that helps me so much. The 
tax laws are just unbeliev¬ 
able.” 

A final discrepancy 
Whitworth has seen is filers 
sometimes don’t know if 
they need to turn in 1099 
forms for miscellaneous in¬ 
come. 

Applying for the earned 
income credit seems to 
have made filers more 
aware than before of the 
need to claim their miscel¬ 
laneous income, Whit¬ 
worth said.

CINCINNATI - Carlos 
Beltran and David Freese home- 
red again Tuesday night, and 
Kyle Lohse provided another 
stingy performance, leading the 
St. Louis Cardinals to a 3-1 vic¬ 
tory over the Cincinnati Reds. 

The defending World Series 
champions are 5-1 for the first 
time since 2008. 

Beltran, counted on to help 
make up for the loss of Albert 
Pujols, hit his third homer off 
Mike Leake (0-1). Freese, the 
World Series MVP, added a 
two-run shot off Leake — also his 
third. 

St. Louis came into the game 
leading the majors with nine 
homers. It has five in its first two 


games at Great American Ball 
Park. 

Lohse (2-0) has made impres¬ 
sive starts in Florida’s summery 
warmth and Cincinnati’s April 
chill. He took a no-hitter into the 
eighth inning of a 4-1 win in 
Miami last Wednesday, allowing 
only one run and two hits. 

With temperatures in the 40s 
Tuesday night, he was sharp 
again, allowing Joey Votto’s sac¬ 
rifice fly and four hits in six in¬ 
nings. Jason Motte retired the 
side in order in the ninth for his 
second save in two chances. 

The Cardinals rotation has 
been sensational so far, going 5- 
1 with a 1.86 ERA. 

The Reds handed out anoth¬ 
er big contract before the game, 
giving second baseman 
Brandon Phillips a deal through 


2017 worth $72.5 million. It 
came only five days after Votto 
ot an additional 10 years and 
225 million, looking to turn the 
2010 NL Central champions 
into a consistent contender. 

Phillips got a cramp in his left 
hamstring during a 7-1 loss to 
the Cardinals on Monday night 
and is expected to miss several 
days. 

For the second game in a 
row, the Cardinals got to a Reds 
starter before he could break a 
sweat. They hit three homers in 
the first inning off Homer Bailey 
on Monday night. 

Beltran hit Leake’s fifth pitch 
into the stands in right field. 
Leake escaped another big 
Cardinals first inning by getting 
Yadier Molina to ground into a 
double play with the bases 


loaded. Molina also grounded 
into a double play with two run¬ 
ners aboard in the eighth. 

Lance Berkman, who has the 
most homers by a visiting player 
at Great American Ball Park, 
tripled into the right-field corner 
in the sixth.

Marlins’ Guillen apologizes over Castro flap

MIAMI - A contrite Ozzie 
Guillen sat in the heart of Little 
Havana seeking forgiveness for what 
the Miami Marlins manager called 
the biggest mistake of his life - saying 
he admired Fidel Castro. 

This wasn’t some offhanded insult 
about a sports writer, the type of thing 
that got the outspoken Guillen in 
trouble in Chicago. This was person¬ 
al to the fan base that the Marlins rely 
on so much that they built their new 
stadium in the middle of the city’s 
Cuban-American neighborhood. 

Castro is the sworn enemy of those 
fans. 

So after being suspended for five 
games Tuesday, Guillen tried to quell 
the tempest. 

‘T’m here on my knees to apolo¬ 
gize,” Guillen said. 

‘T’m very sorry about the prob¬ 
lem, what happened. I will do every¬ 
thing in my power to make it better. 
... When you make a mistake like this, 
you can’t sleep.” 

A chastened Guillen, who has a 
history of polarizing comments about 
gays and immigrants, among others, 
spoke without a script and made no 
disclaimers. He said he’ll do whatev¬ 
er he can to repair relations with 
Cuban-Americans angered by his 
praise of the Cuban dictator, remarks 
he said he didn’t mean. 

Guillen, who is Venezuelan, told 
Time magazine he loves Castro and 
respects the retired Cuban leader for 
staying in power so long. In response, 
at least two Miami politicians said 
Guillen should lose his job. Callers on 
Spanish-language radio in Miami 
agreed and 100 demonstrators picket¬ 
ed Marlins Park toting signs like “NO 
APOLOGIES EIRE HIM NOW.” 

“He is full with hypocrisy,” said 
Luis Martinez, who has lived in 
Miami since the late 1950s. “I don’t 
accept any kind of pardon from him. 
They should get him out.” 

The team didn’t consider firing 
Guillen or asking him to resign five 
games into his tenure. Marlins presi¬ 
dent David Samson said. 

Guillen was hired to help usher in 
a new baseball era for the Marlins, 
saddled in recent years with 
mediocre teams and worse atten¬ 
dance. The team was to rely on South 
Elorida’s large Cuban-American pop¬ 


ulation to help rebuild its fan base 
with the $634 million ballpark that 
opened last week. 

At the hour-long news conference 
Tuesday morning, there was little evi¬ 
dence of Guillen’s roguish charm or 
quick wit, which have made him a fa¬ 
vorite with fans and reporters since 
he became a major league manager 
in 2004. Speaking somberly, he took 
full responsibility for his comments, 
but said they were misinterpreted by 
Time’s reporter. 

“It was a personal mistake of the 
thing I had in my mind and what I 
said,” Guillen said in Spanish. “What 
I wanted to say in Spanish, I said in 
English in a wrong way.” 

Guillen said he doesn’t love or ad¬ 
mire Castro. 

“I was saying I cannot believe 
somebody who hurt so many people 
over the years is still alive,” he said. 

Time said Tuesday it stands by its 
story. 

Guillen said the uproar he created 
has left him sad, embarrassed and 
feeling stupid. He said he accepted 
the team’s punishment. 

“When you’re a sportsman, you 
shouldn’t be involved with politics,” 
he said. 

“I’m going to be a Miami guy for 
the rest of my life. I want to walk in 
the street with my head up and feel 
not this bad, the way I feel now.” 

Cuban-born Atlanta Braves man¬ 


ager Eredi Gonzalez, a former man¬ 
ager of the Marlins, said he watched 
some of the news conference and 
could tell it was difficult for Guillen. 

“He came out and faced the mu¬ 
sic,” Gonzalez said. “It’s going to take 
awhile, but hopefully he can win 
those people back somehow.” 

Guillen has gotten in trouble be¬ 
fore on issues ranging from sexual 
orientation to illegal immigration. 
Just last week, he boasted about get¬ 
ting drunk after games. 

Those episodes quickly faded. But 
on South Elorida’s scale of political 
incorrectness, praise for Castro is a 
home run, and it was unclear how 
long it would take for anger toward 
Guillen to subside. 

Baseball commissioner Bud Selig 
said the remarks “have no place in 
our game” and were “offensive to an 
important part of the Miami commu¬ 
nity and others throughout the 
world.” 

“As I have often said, baseball is a 
social institution with important so¬ 
cial responsibilities,” Selig added in a 
statement. “All of our 30 clubs play 
significant roles within their local 
communities, and I expect those who 
represent Major League Baseball to 
act with the kind of respect and sensi¬ 
tivity that the game’s many cultures 
deserve.” 

Marlins officials said Guillen still 
had the support of the organization. 


Indians sign Santana 
to five-year deal

CLEVELAND — Two days after his birthday, 
Carlos Santana got a precious gift - financial secu¬ 
rity. 

Cleveland’s talented catcher signed a five-year, 
$21 million contract with the Indians, who locked 
up another “cornerstone” player they believe is 
only beginning to tap into his potential. 

For the 26-year-old Santana, the deal provides 
peace of mind. 

“When you come from poverty like he has, you 
always have that fear of something going wrong, 
even if you project to be a superstar,” said Andy 
Mota, one of Santana’s agents. “There is always that 
fear of losing everything you worked for. You get to 
a day like today and it’s a sigh of relief.” 

The Indians had contractual control the next 
four years over Santana, who would not have been 
eligible for free agency until after the 2016 season. 
However, after Santana hit 27 homers last season 
and improved defensively behind the plate, the 
Indians felt the timing was right to guarantee he’ll 
have an extended stay in Cleveland. 

Santana has already been good for the Indians. 
They think he can be great. 

“We still think he has the potential to be an even 
better player,” general manager Chris Antonetti 
said. “He’s demonstrated already he’s capable and 
the type of offensive player he can be. We still think 
there is more in there. Carlos has lofty goals for 
himself, not only offensively but defensively. We’ve 
been very pleased with the strides that he’s made in 
all facets of his game.” 

On his birthday, Santana homered twice in 
Cleveland’s 4-3 win over Toronto on Sunday. It 
may have come a little late, but his best present was 
worth the wait. 

“This is the best birthday of my life,” he said. 

Antonetti was glad to make it happen. 

“Giving $21 million instead of a birthday card? 
That’s a good birthday,” he joked. 

The deal is a good one for both sides. It gives 
Santana security early in his career, and it allows 
the Indians to add other pieces to build around 
proven players without overspending. 

Last season, Santana set a club record for homers 
by a switch-hitter. He added 35 doubles, 79 RBIs 
and drew 97 walks in his first full season in the ma¬ 
jors. He was one of only four players to have at least 
25 homers, 35 doubles and 90 walks, joining Prince 
Fielder, Miguel Cabrera and Joey Votto. 

Under his new deal, Santana will receive a $1 
million signing bonus. He’ll make $501,900 this 
season and $550,000 in 2013. Santana’s salary will 
jump to $3.5 million in 2014, $6 million in 2015 and 
$8.25 million in his final year. The Indians will have 
a $12 million option for 2017. There is also a $1.2 
million buyout.

Owner Bob Castellini 
concluded the only way to 
make the Reds a consistent 
contender is to spend to 
keep the team together 
rather than losing players 
through free agency. 

“You do that to build a 
franchise and a foundation 
for years to come,” 
Castellini said. “So I don’t 
anticipate to continue to 
have all these huge con¬ 
tracts. But you build your 
franchise on the people 
that are in that dugout and 
on that field.” 

Phillips blossomed in 
Cincinnati, which got him 
from Cleveland for right¬ 
hander Jeff Stevens at the 
start of the 2006 season. 
Phillips made it clear he 
wanted to stay in Cincinn¬ 
ati and began negotiating a 
new deal last season. 

When the club gave in, 
the deal was struck. 


Phillips would become the 
first 36-year-old second 
baseman to make $12 mil¬ 
lion or more. 

Phillips was so thrilled 
that he had to keep himself 
from crying at a news con¬ 
ference to announce the 
deal. He said he had im¬ 
plored his agents to find a 
way to keep him in 
Cincinnati. 

“I cried about this. This 
is where I wanted to be,” 
Phillips said. “Pm still ... 
you know ... loss of words 
right now, for me to play in 
the city I really love. The 
fans have embraced me 
and they love me and I 
love them back.” 

Phillips is one of the 
team’s most popular play¬ 
ers. His following grew 
quickly after he started a 
Twitter account last year, 
regularly engaging fans. 
He’s also a regular on the 
team’s annual winter cara¬ 
van bus trips to outlying 
cities, staying to sign auto¬ 
graphs for as long as need¬ 
ed. 

“Brandon is one of the 
great second basemen in 


baseball,” Castellini said. 
“He’s also fantastic off the 
field, represents this fran¬ 
chise with a big smile all 
the time. He really relates 
to the fans, and vice ver¬ 
sa.” 

Manager Dusty Baker 
thinks a small-market club 
— Cincinnati’s payroll of 
$82.2 million ranks 17th in 
the majors - can afford 
what the Reds are trying to 
do. 

“Hopefully, the size of 
the market won’t matter,” 
Baker said. “Hopefully, 
we’ll win a lot of games 
and draw fans. (Owners) 
are depending on the fans 
to offset these commit¬ 


ments. Evidently, they’re 
not afraid of commitment. 
Those are some big com¬ 
mitments.” 

Phillips got his new deal 
a day after he left a 7-1 loss 
to St. Louis because of a 
cramp in his left ham¬ 
string. Baker said Phillips 
will probably need a few 
days to recover. 

“You don’t want it to 
become something that 
bothers him all year, es¬ 
pecially with him batting 
leadoff and with how ac¬ 
robatic he has to be in 
the field,” Baker said. “I 
think (he needs) at least 
three or four days. He 
may not like it, but this 


isn’t the time to be a 
hero. If it was August or 


September, it would be a 
different story.” 
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Brees: Saints will thrive in wake of bounty system

CARLSBAD, Calif. - 

Drew Brees is sticking up for the 
New Orleans Saints and said 
they’ll continue to thrive despite 
coach Sean Payton’s season- 
long suspension for his role in 
the team’s bounty system. 

Speaking at a news confer¬ 
ence to promote his charity golf 
tournament, the 2010 Super 
Bowl MVP said there’s a differ¬ 
ence between pay-for-perform- 
ance and pay-for-injury. 

Brees also decHned to say 
whether he’d show up for off¬ 
season workouts that begin 
Monday. He’d much rather 
have a long-term extension than 
the franchise tag he’s been 
slapped with. 

Brees wais aisked if he felt he 
had been a target of a bounty 
program during his career. 

‘‘I know this, that when a guy 
has an opportunity to take a shot 


at the quarterback, he’s going to 
take it,” Brees said. ‘‘I’m not say¬ 
ing that he’s trying to end your 
career, that he’s trying give you 
a concussion or what have you, 
but between the knees and the 
neck, they’re trying to take you 
out every time. I know that for a 
fact, every defensive player 
that’s trying to hit you. That’s 
just football. We play a violent 
game.” 

Then, he added: “I am not 
condoning by any means any 
kind of a bounty stmcture, and I 
will clarify that there is a differ¬ 
ence between pay-for-perform- 
ance and pay-for-injury, and I’d 
say what we’ve been accused of 
in regards to pay-for-injury is 
not the case.” 

Brees was asked his reaction 
to hearing a recording that pur¬ 
ports to capture disgraced for¬ 
mer Saints defensive coordina¬ 
tor Gregg Williams telling play¬ 
ers to “put a lick” on San 
Francisco 49ers receiver Kyle 


Williams to see if he had linger¬ 
ing effects from a concussion. 

“I think that was hard for 
everybody to hear,” said Brees, 
who tried to shift the talk back to 
his golf tournament. 

Brees said the Saints are dis¬ 
appointed that NFL commis¬ 
sioner Roger Goodell rejected 
on Monday an appeal of 
Payton’s season-long suspension 
for his role in the bounty pro¬ 
gram. 

“You talk about not having 
your head coach for an entire 
season, that’s a big hit,” said 
Brees, who declined to say 
who’d he like to see hired as in¬ 
terim coach. 

But Brees said he believes the 
Saints will remain strong. He 
pointed to last year, when 
Payton was injured in a sideline 
collision and had to coach sever¬ 
al games from the press box. 
While he was used to having 
Payton call in the plays, all of a 
sudden he had to get used to of¬ 


fensive coordinator Pete 
Carmichael Jr. calling them in. 

“It was almost as if our head 
coach had been taken away for 
a four-to-six week period,” 
Brees said. 

“It seems like our organiza¬ 
tion, whenever we’re hit with 
something, any kind of adversi¬ 
ty, we have guys that step up 
and fill the void and take on 
more responsibility and really 
thrive in it,” he said. “We did it 
last year and whatever is thrown 
at us this year we’ll continue to 
thrive.” 

As for his contract and 
whether he’d show up Monday, 
Brees said: “We’re continuing to 
work on a long-term deal and 
we’re very hopeful that we can 
accomplish that sooner than lat¬ 
er.” 

Brees spoke at La Costa 
Resort & Spa while promoting 
his Drew Brees Celebrity 
Championship, which will be 
played in May.

Associated Press Player of the 
Year Anthony Davis along 
with fellow freshmen Michael 
Kidd-Gilchrist and Marquis 
Teague and sophomores 
Doron Lamb and Terrence 
Jones have been mum about 
their futures since winning the 
national championship last 
Monday over Kansas. 

The group returned home 
to Lexington last week to a 
raucous celebration and main¬ 
tained a low profile beyond 
Davis’ appearance with late- 
night talk show host Jimmy 
Kimmel where he said he was¬ 
n’t announcing his intentions 
any time soon. 

“I’m waiting until April 
29,” Davis said. “That’s when 
a decision has to be made.” 

The NBA’s first deadline is 
the early entry eligibility 
deadline just before midnight 
April 29. 

The NCAA’s deadline at 
11:59 p.m. Tuesday night and 
only applies to underclassmen 
who have already declared for 
the draft and wish to retain 
their eligibility. Any under¬ 
classman who declares be¬ 
tween April 11-29 will relin¬ 
quish all of his remaining eligi¬ 
bility, according to the 
NCAA. 


But the NCAA’s deadline 
has forced players to make up 
their minds much faster and 
with less information beyond 
the confidential projections of 
the NBAs undergraduate ad¬ 
visory committee. 

Just this week, reports 
swirled that Michigan’s Trey 
Burke would join the draft, 
only for him to decide to re¬ 
turn to Ann Arbor for his 
sophomore season. Plumlee 
was also on the fence, too, but 
decided Tuesday to return to 
the Blue Devils. 

“I’m excited about the 
chance to play for Duke one 
more season,” Plumlee posted 
on Twitter. “Thanks for all the 
support. I’m blessed to be 
here!” 

Connecticut sophomore 
guard Jeremy Lamb an¬ 
nounced he would forgo the 
rest of his college eligibility on 
Tuesday. Lamb averaged a 
team-high 17.7 points per 
game this season after winning 
an NCAA title as a freshman. 

His teammate Andre 
Drummond, meanwhile, is 
expected to wait until later this 
week to decide what he’ll do. 

North Carolina State for¬ 
ward C J. Leslie is keeping his 
options open. He said 
Monday night he feels no 
pressure to make a decision 
immediately, but expects to 
figure out his future later this 
week. 


“I’m not stressing about it. 
Whatever I decide to do is go¬ 
ing to be whatever I decide to 
do. I’m going to let it play this 
part out and just go from 
there,” said Leslie, who isn’t 
watching what other players 
are doing. “I’m worried about 
just me right now. I’m not 
worried about anybody else.” 

North Carolina State coach 
Mark Gottfried is downplay¬ 
ing any deadlines for Leslie. 

“We don’t start the season 
tomorrow so there’s a lot of 
time for us to figure it out one 
way or another,” Gottfried 
said. “We’re obviously going 
to continue to recruit really 
hard regardless. 

“For us, we’re going to go 
at it like we would anyway: 
full speed ahead.” 

The NCAA rule was adopt¬ 
ed last April and crafted so the 
deadline falls on the day prior 
to the spring signing period. 
Theoretically, it helps give 
coaches who lose a player a 
chance to find a quality re¬ 
placement. 

While the top two high 
school prospects — Shabazz 
Muhammad of Bishop 
Gorman in Las Vegas and 
Nerlens Noel of Tilton School 
in New Hampshire — will 
make their decisions tonight, 
most of the top recruits have 
already selected schools and 
signed letters of intent. 

In the previous two years. 


the NCAA allowed early en¬ 
trants to wait until the second 
week in May to return and al¬ 
lowed them to explore their 
choices. That included work¬ 
ing out for pro teams to find 
out where they needed to im¬ 
prove. 

That opportunity is gone 
now. 

It’s left players who might 
be on the fence of the first or 
second round - like Murray 
State guard Isaiah Canaan, 
who is returning to school - or 
those who are straddling be¬ 
tween being projected of be¬ 
ing a second-round pick and 
going undrafted — like Texas 
guard J’Covan Brown (enter¬ 
ing the draft) — no chance to 
gather additional information 
in front of NBA coaches and 
general managers. 

That means there’s nothing 
left to do but make a quick de¬ 
cision and hope it’s the right 
one. 

“I’m not worried about the 
NCAA deadline. It means 
nothing to me or those play¬ 
ers,” Calipari said. “They 
have until the 29th to make 
that decision. 

“If anybody else wants 
their players to make that de¬ 
cision by the (10th), that’s fine. 
But my players will not.”

PETRINO: fired

It was an abrupt ending for 
Petrino, who had built 
Arkansas into a Southeastern 
Conference and national pow¬ 
er in four seasons, including a 
21-5 record the past two years. 
But Long made it clear that 
the success on the field was 
overshadowed by repeated 
deceptive acts and that no one 
was more important than the 
program itself. 

Long said Petrino was fired 
“with cause” — meaning he 
will not receive a multimil- 
lion-dollar buyout - and there 
were no discussions about 
ways to keep Petrino at 
Arkansas. Long declined com¬ 
ment when asked about 
Dorrell’s job status. 

Petrino finishes his tenure 
at Arkansas with a 34-17 
record, leading the Razor- 
backs to a No. 5 final ranking 
last season and a Cotton Bowl 
win over Kansas State. 


He did not immediately is¬ 
sue a statement. 

The April 1 accident left 
him with four broken ribs, a 
cracked vertebra in his neck 
and numerous abrasions on 
his face. The avid motorcycle 
rider said the sun and wind 
caused him to lose control on 
the windy two-lane highway 
about 20 miles southeast of 
Fayetteville. 

What he failed to mention, 
both at a news conference and 
to Long, was the presence of a 
Dorrell. 

That revelation was made 
public when the state police 
released the accident report. 
Petrino informed Long of 
Dorrell’s presence 20 minutes 
before the police released the 
report to the public, also ad¬ 
mitting to what he called a 
previous inappropriate rela¬ 
tionship with Dorrell. 

Long placed Petrino on 
paid leave later that night, say¬ 
ing he was disappointed in 
Petrino and promising to re¬ 
view the coach’s conduct. He 
said his review found that the 
relationship between the two 


had lasted a “significant” 
amount of time. 

As the review continued, 
the state police released the 
audio of the 911 call reporting 
Petrino’s accident. It revealed 
Petrino didn’t want to call po¬ 
lice following the crash, and a 
subsequent police report 
showed he asked police if he 
was required to give the name 
of the passenger during the ac¬ 
cident. 

Petrino was forthcoming 
about Dorrell’s name and 
presence with police, but only 
after misleading both Long 
and the public during his news 
conference. That led to the 
school releasing a statement 
from Petrino’s family the day 
after the accident that said “no 
other individuals” were in¬ 
volved. 

That proved not to be the 
case and the fracture in trust, 
along with questions about 
Dorrell’s hiring by Petrino to 
be the school’s student-athlete 
development coordinator, 
proved to be too much for 
Petrino to overcome in Long’s 
eyes. 


Petrino took the school to 
its first BCS bowl game fol¬ 
lowing the 2010 season, losing 
in the Sugar Bowl to Ohio 
State, and improved his win 
total in every year. Arkansas 
was 5-7 his first season in 
2008, 8-5 the second before 
finishing 10-3 and 11-2 during 
his last two seasons. 

The coach’s tenure with the 
Razorbacks began under a 
cloud of national second- 
guessing following his depar¬ 
ture from Atlanta 13 games 
into the 2007 season. His 
tenure with the Falcons was 
the shortest for a non-interim 
coach since the 1970 NFL- 
AFL merger. 

His departure was so sud¬ 
den that Petrino left farewell 
notes in the lockers of the 
Atlanta players rather than 
telling them of his resignation 
in person. He was introduced 
later that night as the new 
coach of the Razorbacks, car¬ 
rying with him a vagabond 
image after holding 15 jobs for 
11 different programs/organi¬ 
zations in 24 seasons.

Canucks, 
Rangers look 
to rule playoffs

NEW YORK - The Vancouver 
Canucks carry the NHL’s best record 
into the Stanley Cup playoffs for the 
second year in a row. The New York 
Rangers are on top of the Eastern 
Conference for the first time since 
they won it all in 1994. 

But the team many are picking to 
carry the Cup this year is the 
Pittsburgh Penguins - the No. 4 seed 
in the East that is supremely danger¬ 
ous with healthy stars Sidney Crosby 
and league scoring champion Evgeni 
Malkin roaming the ice. 

Judging by how the Philadelphia 
Elyers and the Rangers have been 
sniping with their divisional foe, they 
clearly have taken notice of the pow¬ 
erful Penguins. 

Just in the final week of the season, 
the Penguins have gotten into scraps 
with their two biggest rivals that have 
ended with hefty fines for the oppos¬ 
ing coaches. 

Philadelphia’s Peter Laviolette was 
hit with a $10,000 fine for his actions 
on the bench that nearly led to a fight 
with his Pittsburgh counterparts, and 
then for calling Penguins coach Dan 
Bylsma “gutless.” 

John Tortorella of the Rangers was 
docked $20,000 for remarks he made 
after New York’s loss on Thursday in 
which forward Derek Stepan was in¬ 
jured by a knee-to-knee hit from 
Penguins forward Brooks Orpik. 

Tortorella’s costly rant featured 
shots directed toward Crosby and 
Malkin. 

“I wonder what would happen if 
we did it to their two whining stars 
over there,” he said. “They whine 
about this stuff all of the time, and 
look what happens? It’s ridiculous. 
But they’ll whine about something 
else over there, won’t they?” 

The playoffs begin tonight with 
three games. 

Not often is a sport’s biggest star 
also its biggest target, but Crosby has 
become that. Even commentator 
Mike Milbury, a former NHL player, 
coach and general manager, didn’t 
hold back in ripping Sid the Kid. 

Back for this year’s playoffs after a 
concussion kept him out of last year’s 
postseason and 60 games this season, 
Crosby is dealing with criticism and 
griping that Michael Jordan never ex¬ 
perienced in his NBA heyday. 

“The level of passion, emotion and 
gamesmanship can never be overesti¬ 
mated,” NHL commissioner Gary 
Bettman said. “People who follow the 
game closely understand it’s just 
noise. 

“My guess is Sidney Crosby is still 
the most popular player, and has le¬ 
gions of fans of all ages in multiple 
countries. The fact that somebody 
may take a pot shot is a price of great¬ 
ness.” 

The Penguins are counting on that 
greatness being on full display when 
they take on the Elyers beginning 
tonight in the most anticipated first- 
round matchup and beyond. 
Pittsburgh and Philadelphia finished 
fourth and fifth, respectively, in points 
in the overall NHL standings, but 
they are locked in a four vs. five 
matchup just to get out of the first 
round in the East. 

The top-seeded Rangers lost their 
final two games of the regular season, 
missing an opportunity to claim the 
Presidents’ Trophy for first overall in 
the league, and ending up in a first- 
round best-of-seven meeting with the 
Ottawa Senators, who won three of 
four from them (1-2-1). 

“They’re a very talented team,” 
Rangers forward Brad Richards said. 
“I know we played them twice early in 
the season. The regular-season sched¬ 
ule ... lots of teams can beat anybody 
on any certain night. 

“We plan on making it different for 
them when we start on Thursday.” 

The New Jersey Devils are back in 
the playoffs after a one-year absence 
following 13 consecutive appearances, 
and will face the Southeast Division¬ 
winning Elorida Panthers, who are in 
after a league-worst 10 straight seasons 
on the outside. 

Despite having an eight-point edge 
over the Panthers, the sixth-seeded 
Devils will cede home-ice advantage 
to Elorida, which is seeded third be¬ 
cause of its first division title. New 
Jersey had the misfortune of finishing 
fourth in the Atlantic Division despite 
posting 102 points (48-28-6). 

Almost forgotten are the Boston 
Bruins, the defending Stanley Cup 
champions who managed to stay un¬ 
der the radar this season and coast to 
a 10-point win over Ottawa in the 
Northeast Division. 

Vancouver nearly made the most 
of its top seeding last spring, falling 
just short of its first title with a Game 7 
loss to Boston in the finals. 
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Michigan’s Kovacs already eyes opener vs. Alabama

Michigan safety Jordan Kovacs 
can’t help it. 

He knows the spring game is still 
ahead and there are five months 
until the season begins. 

But he is thinking hard about the 
Wolverines’ opener against defend¬ 
ing national champion Alabama at 
Cowboys Stadium in Texas, a game 
that is adding some urgency to 
practices in Ann Arbor this spring. 

Alabama provides the ultimate 
measuring-stick game, Kovacs said 
Tuesday during a Big Ten Legends 
Division teleconference. 

“It’s no secret the SEC has won 
the last six national champi¬ 
onships,” he said. “It’s a very pow¬ 
erful conference, and we expect 
Alabama to be the best in that con¬ 
ference, and that’s how we’ll pre¬ 
pare. It’s going to be a true test of 
where we’re at.” 

Spring practice is winding down 
most places in the Big Ten. 

Legends Division spring games 
are Saturday at Iowa, Michigan, 
Nebraska and Northwestern, April 
21 at Minnesota and April 28 at 
Michigan State. Leaders Division 
spring games are Saturday at 
Illinois, Indiana and Purdue, April 
21 at Ohio State and Penn State 
and April 28 at Wisconsin. 

Kovacs isn’t the only Big Ten 
player looking ahead to his team’s 
opener. Andrew Maxwell, who will 
replace record-setting quarterback 
Kirk Cousins at division champion 
Michigan State, will make his first 
career start against Boise State on 
Aug. 31. The Broncos were No. 8 in 
the final Associated Press poll. 

“I think it centers our focus as a 
team through the offseason and 
through spring ball and through 
camp, knowing we have to be 
sharp and ready to go Game 1,” 
Maxwell said. “Boise State, their re¬ 
cent success speaks for itself. 


They’re a top-10, top-15 program 
in this country. For me personally, 
it’s exciting to have that be my first 
start. For this team it’s a great state¬ 
ment as to where we are as a pro¬ 
gram that we’re scheduling these 
kinds of games early in the season.” 

Michigan State (11-3 overall, 7-1 
Big Ten last season) believes it is 
built to last after back-to-back 11- 
win seasons. The Spartans are with¬ 
out Cousins, who set almost every 
school passing record, and have big 
holes to fill at receiver. But they re¬ 
turn six offensive linemen who 
have started, and eight defensive 
starters are back. 

Spartans coach Mark Dantonio 
said that even though Boise State 
“is in the back of our mind,” the 
key to the spring is to improve fun¬ 
damentals. 

Dantonio said he’s not worried 
about turning the offense over to 
Maxwell, who has been in the sys¬ 
tem for three years and appeared in 
nine games last season. 

“Great things are around the 
corner for him,” Dantonio said. 

At Michigan (11-2, 6-2), Denard 
Robinson has led the Big Ten in to¬ 
tal offense two straight years and is 
in position to break the conference 
quarterback rushing record held by 
Antwaan Randle El. The 
Wolverines also have an estab¬ 
lished starting running back in 
Fitzgerald Toussaint. 

Coach Brady Hoke’s biggest 
concerns are the lines. The 
Wolverines lost an All-America 
center in David Molk, and three of 
the four starters are gone on the de¬ 
fensive front. 

“On either side it’s not very 
good right now,” Hoke said. “I 
think the kids are working, and 
they’re coming in here with energy 
and all those things. But the expec¬ 
tation level of how physical we 
want to be as a football team, we’re 
not where we need to be.” 

Nebraska (9-4, 5-3) is looking for 


defensive improvement after slip¬ 
ping a bit during its first season in 
the Big Ten. 

Injuries have kept several top 
defensive linemen out of spring 
practice, and coach Bo Pelini said 
that has allowed his staff to evaluate 
young players and build depth. 
Alonzo Whaley has established 
himself as the front-runner to take 
over at weakside linebacker for 
record-setting tackier Lavonte 
David. 

Daimion Stafford has made a 
big jump at safety after being in the 
program for a year, and there are 
as many as eight players who could 
get significant time in the second¬ 
ary. Running back Rex Burkhead 
has taken limited snaps in scrim¬ 
mages because of the pounding he 
took in the fall. 

“Going into his senior year, he’s 
set up to do some great things,” 
Pelini said. 

Iowa coach Kirk Ferentz hired 
new coordinators on both sides of 
the ball, but don’t expect the 
Hawkeyes (7-6, 4-4) to look much 
different. 

Phil Parker was promoted from 
secondary coach to defensive coor¬ 
dinator, replacing Norm Parker (no 
relation). Greg Davis, Texas’ offen¬ 
sive coordinator from 1998-2010, 
took over after Ken O’Keefe left to 
join the Miami Dolphins’ staff. 

Phil Parker will keep the 
Hawkeyes’ 4-3 defensive align¬ 
ment, and Davis will expand the 
passing game but won’t stray a lot 
from the power football Ferentz fa¬ 
vors. 

James Vandenberg, entering his 
second year as starting quarter¬ 
back, said the Hawkeyes need to 
build consistency. That’s especially 
true on the road, where they were 
1-4. 

“You have to concentrate 
more,” he said, “and that’s some¬ 
thing we weren’t able to do very 
well last year.” 


Murray treating 
Olympics like a 
Grand Slam

LONDON — Andy Murray believes the tennis tourna¬ 
ment at the London Olympics will be viewed by the 
sport’s top players as a fifth Grand Slam on this year’s 
hectic calendar. 

The fourth-ranked Briton, who has never won a major, 
lists Wimbledon and the Olympics as his priorities this 
season, above the French Open and U.S. Open. 

“Tennis at the Olympics has become a big deal,” 
Murray said Tuesday. “Everybody plays it now. Ten or 15 
years ago, guys were skipping the Olympics. Everybody 
is playing it now.” 

Murray’s only previous experience at an Olympics was 
a disappointing one. 

He was enjoying the best run of his career entering the 
2008 Beijing Games. He followed his first appearance in 
a Grand Slam quarterfinal at Wimbledon with his first 
Masters series title in Cincinnati. 

However, Murray was sluggish in a first-round loss to 
Yen-hsun Lu of Taiwan, ranked No. 77 at the time. 

“I was very nervous before I played, which normally 
tells you something of the significance of it,” Murray said. 

“I didn’t play well but it was one of the best experi¬ 
ences I have had. Being around all the top athletes in the 
world, going back to where you are staying in the village 
and seeing the chart on the wall where all the medals have 
been won - it would be nice to be part of that.” 

Even winning bronze would mean a lot to Murray. 

“You see the emotions of the guys. Djokovic won the 
bronze medal last time and it was a huge deal to him,” 
Murray said. “If you lose in the semifinals of a Grand 
Slam, you are disappointed. If you win a bronze medal at 
the Olympics, it’s huge. 

“Olympics is a different feeling and a different atmos¬ 
phere than just a regular tournament. You feel like you are 
playing for your country. On tour, you are kind of play¬ 
ing for yourself. At the Olympics, when you see all the 
flags and being part of the opening ceremony, it’s just dif¬ 
ferent.” 

With the Olympics coming between Wimbledon and 
the U.S. Open, Murray has a hectic schedule this summer.
